Mr Fox declared he fhould not have rifen on this occafion, 
but for the unwarrantable affertions and allufions to pait events 
of the Hon. Gentleman who had lately {poken.

Mr Fox then went into a defznce wof his conduc in 1778 
when he fupported the demands of the Irith.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 





Monday, the Genera] Affembly proceeded to hear parties ig 
* Drotvcution carried oa before the Prefbytery of Lochmabes 
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by certain purfuers in the parith of Dalton, againft Dr William 
Bryden minifter of faid parifh. 

The firft point taken up was, the reference from the Synod 
of Dumfries, whether the following queftions fhould be put 
two Anne Carruthers, viz. t. © If ever the remembers that Dr 
Bryden damn’d her for a fmoke-dried bitch ?” — 2. * Whether 
Mr Nicol, when at Dr Bryden’s, aiked her, whether or not 
fhe thought Anne Dalze}l with child; and if he did not fay to 
her, that it was his opinion fle was with child ??—A fter long 
reafoning on the above two queftions, a motion was made and 
feconced, ** ‘That the fentence of the Prefbytery, refufing to 
put uf queftions, fhould be reverfed.” Another motion 
was male and feconded to the following purpofe, * That be- 
caufe thefe queftions contained and implied in them the precife 
anfwer willed for, and expected by the party purfuer, they 
thould be corfidered as leading qucftions, improperly put to 
the witnefs, and that, therefore, the Prefbytcry’s fentence, re- 
fufing to put them, fhould be affirmed.” The Affembly agreed 
to the following ftare of the vote, Affirm or reverse ? The roll 
being called, and votes marked, it carried, Affirm. 

Parties were then heard on the other two queftions, rift, 
* Whether or not, while in the Doctor’s fervice, fhe Agnes 
Carruthers ever faw or obferved any indecent behaviour, ‘or 
too much familiarity between Dr Bryden and Mrs Rae ?? — 
And, 2d, “* Whether or not fhe was of opinion, and fafpeted, 
that the perfon, whofe foot fhe heard coming and going between 
the Doétor’s and Mrs Rae’s room, was Dr Bryden?” ‘The 
Affembly, after reafoning on this point, affirmed the fentence 
of the Synod of Dumfries, reverfing an interlocutor of the 
Prefbytery of Lochmaben, refufing to put thé two forefaid 
quettions to Agnes Carruthers. 4 

Partics were next heard on the queftion put to Adam Ait- 
chefoa, ** Whether or not Janct Gordon afterwards told him 
the reafon of her afking the key of the barn, and what farther 
coaverfation pafled between them on that fubjet ?”” The Af 
fembly, after reafoning, affirmed the fentence of the Synod of 
Dumfries, reverfing aa interlocutor of the Prefbytery of Loch- 
maben, refufing to put the above queftions. 

Parties were then heard refpecting the examination of 
George Milla. The Affembly, after reafoning, affirmed the 
fentcace of the Synod of Dumtries, appointing che faid George 
Millar to be examined cum nota. 

Parties were next heard on the fentence of the Synod of 
Duinfries, allowing the proof to go on, and reverfing the 
Prefbyiery’s interlocutor of the 7th of September. After rea- 
foninz, the Affembly reverfed the fentence of the Synod of 
Duaifties, in refpect that that part of the fentence of the Pref- 
bytery of Lochmaben, which found the proof concluded, was 
not regularly before them. 

Partics were then heard on the reference of the Synod of 
Duiniries concerning the fentence of the Prefbytery of Loch- 
maben on ‘the 2d of November, refufing to go on. with the 
proof, and to grant commillion for examining witneffes beyond 
the bounds of the Prefbytery. After reafoning fur fome time, 
the General Affembly having fat till near nine o’clock at night, 
adjourned the caufe till next day. 

Yefterday, the General Affembly refumed the confideration 
of the caufe of Dr Bryden, and agreed to take it up, upon the 
reference by the Prefbytery of the whole caufe. Dr Bryden 
declared, That he had no objection to the Prefbytery of Loch- 
maben’s granting commillion to the Prefbytery of Edinburgh, 
or to any other Prefbytery within the Church, to examine wit- 
nefles refiding in their refpective bounds ; whereupon the Af- 
fembly ordained and appointed the Prefbytery of Lochmaben 
to grant commiflion for the purpofe forefaid, to all and every 


Prelbytery of this Church, within whofe bounds the witneiles 


adduced by the parties do or may refide. After long reafon- 
ing on the queftion, Whether the Prefbytery of Lochmaben 
fhould be ordained and inftructed to grant commiffions for exa- 
mining witnefles refiding in England and Ireland, a motion 
was made and feconded, “* To remit this caufe to the Pref- 
bytery of Lochmaben, with initructions to them to grant com- 
miffion to a perfoa to be named by the defender, and approved of 
by the Prefbytery, betwixt and ‘the firft Wednefday of Augut 
next to come; whom failing, to any of his Majetty’s Juftices of 
the Peacesin that place where the witnelles refide, or other 
competemt fudge ; and-to them to empower the faid Commif- 
fioner to examine witnefles living out of Scotland, for whofe 
non-appearance befare the Prefbytery of Lochmaben fufficient 
caufe is flewa, providing that the party requiring the fame 
thall condeftend! upon the facts to be proved by thefe witnefles, 
and fpecial‘interregatories to be put’'to them, which fhall appear 
to the Court to be relevant ; aud allotving faid Commiflioner 


to-put fuch erofs interrogatories arifing from the anfwers given 


by the .witneiles, as may be fuggefted by the defender or his 
counfel ; requiring further, previous intimation ta be given to 
the parties, foutteen days before the examination.” Another 
motion was made and feconded, .¢ That the Affembly remit 
to the Prefbytery, with inftructions not to grant, commiflion for 
examining ‘witnefles without the bounds of the, kingdom.” 
The Affembly agreed to the following {tare of the vote, Grant, 
or N:t 2 it being underftood, that if it carry Graxt, thre fir/? 
motion fhall be adopted, and if ust, the {cond motion. “The 
roll being called, and votes marked, it carried Grant.—The 
Affembly: further ordained the Prefbytery of Lochmaben, at 
forme meeting on or before the 1{f day of October next, to put 
the queftions, and examine the witnefles mentioned in the mi- 
nutes of Monday; and alfo to examine any perfons in the ori- 
ginal lift of witnefles, who thall appear on or before faid day. 
Bat they declare, that if no witnefles appear, or no application 
is made for a Commiffion to examine witnefles-out of Scotland, 
on or before the faid day, the Prefbytery ‘are hereby inftructed, 
againft the ift of January 1786, to hold the proof'as conclu- 


. ded, and to give.judgment upon it; and in cafe any commif- 


fion fhall be required, ordain’ that the proof taken upon it fhall 
be reported to the Prefbytery within three months after the 
date of the commiffion. 

After this, a petition for the profecutors of Dr Bryden was 
given in and read, praying, either to grant commifhon, in terms 
fimilar to that given in Mr Lyal’s cafe, or to appoint coric- 
fpondents, as therein ftated, or fuch other form as the Affem- 
bly thould feem meet ; which being confidered by the Affem- 
bly, they unanimoufly difmiffed the petition. 

This day, the Affembly had under their confideration feve- 
ral different preliminary points in the caufe of Melrofe, the 
chicf of which was, Whether the profecutors fhould be enti- 
tled to ferve an additional lift of witneffes on Mr Maclagan.
